as one that ought to be changed by the
poliey of Republican statesmen in such a
| way as not ounly to remove all the con-
woversics that disturb that State,
but to remove all embarrasswents
arising from it "to the party in oth-
er parts of the country. It has oceurred
to me to sugge t whether by your own
concurrence and co-operation an accom-
modation could not be arrived at.which
wonld obviate the nocessity for the use
of Federal anns to support either gov-
ernmeat, and leave that to stand which
was best able to stand of itself. Such a
course would relieve the adwinistration
from the necessity, so far as executive
action is concerned, of making any de-
cision between the conflicting governments
ard would place you in a position of
making the sacrifice of what you deemed
your abstract rights for the sake of
the » ace of the commfinity, which would
cntitle you to the gratitude not on'y of
your swn party, but the respect and es-
teem of the entire country.

The President Interviewed.

A delegation of colored people from
South Carolina, composed of Congress-
men Rainey, Cain and Smalls, Judge
anht Treasurer Cardozo,. State Sena-
tor Maxwell and Col. Winton. called on
the President last Friday. They give the
following report of their interview : The
President spoke with perfect frankness
stating that he desired to remove the an-
tagonism existing between the races, es-
pecially the political differences resting
upon the color line, that colored men and
Republicans might not need the prc-
tection of the army. He stated that the
use of military foree in civil affairs was
repugnant to the genius of American in-
stitutions and should be dispened with if
possible. He, however, rccognized the
nece:sity of protection at present until
that teeling of respect for the rights of
political opponents should be entertained
by the Democrats of the South. The
President stated that with regard to the
peculiar difficulties at present existing in
South Caroliua, concerning which the
delegates expressed great anxiety, he
proposed to preserve the stutus quo left
by his predecessor and to examine the
condition of affairs carefully and deliber-
ately before be acted. The delcgatmn
then withdrew after expressing their
thanks. .

Thata committee of five
be appointed to confer with the memori-
alists and ascertain their views as to the
removal of the Court House to a central
location.

Resolved, 2d. That, the line proposed
of the Savannah and Charleston Rail-
road is an arbitrary one which excludes
the richest agricultural portion of the
county, with its fine water advantages for
present and prospective commerce.

Resolved, 3d. That when the county is
divided, we prefer the name of “Hamp-
ton."'

These resolutions were taken separate-
ly and each unanimously adopted. The
committee appointed under the first reso-
lution consists of Messrs. J. H. Screven,
C. J. C. Huatson, Wm. Stokes, John W.
Gregorie and Jas. S. McTeer. At the
request of Maj. Screven, the mover of
the resolutions, who gave his reasons for
the same, Mr. Hutson was substitated
for him as chairman.
